lhe perpetual Method heretofore of providing for the 
cimrent Service of the Year, has been to grant annual 
* Supplies to be raifed by Taxes which were granted for 
tat Purpofe, and confequently were cranted only for one 
Year; at the Expiration of that Year, they were at an 
* End, and none of the Officers of the Crown duft pre- 
tend to levy them any longer on the People: It would 
have been High Treafon in any Officer to levy any fuch 
lax after the Expiration of the Year for which it was 
granted ov Parliament. By this Method our Kings have 
aways been under a Necefity of calline Parliaments fre- 
gucntly ; u the King wanted a Supply, there was no 
tax fublifting by Law, out of which he could get it, 
and therefore he was obliged to call a Parliament to grant 
oa: a new Uppy oon to impofe a new annual Tax fof 
lat purpote, this nature a > - it 
has always been one of thofeT: oot ear a 
, ° 6 for 
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for the current Service of the Year, and for that Reafon 
has never been granted for more than one Year at a Time. 
But, Sir, what are we now about to do; we are going 
to depart from this ]audable Method always obferved by 
our Anceftors; we are going to give up that Tax which 
ve have always in our own Hands, and which we may 
crant or no, as we fee Occafion ; and in the Room there- 
of we are going to fabftit ute a Tax, or at leaft a Method 
of provid! ing for the current Service of the Year which we 
aay not in our Power, the Taxes by which the Sinking 
Fund is raifed being all granted for ever, and may be levi- 
ed on the People w ‘ithout any new Authority from Parlia- 
ment. By this new Method, Sir, we clearly point out 
a Method by which fome future ambitious Prince may 
provide for the current Service of the Year without the 
Affiftance of Parliament, from whence he may judge 
that Parliaments are unneceflary, and will certainly lay 
them afide as foon as he finds them troublefome. By 
thofe Taxes granted for the Sinking Fund, which his 
Officers may lev y according to the Laws in being, he finds 
himfelf provided of a Revenue fufficient to fupport his 
Government without the Affittance of Parliaments, ia 
therefore he will refolve to govern without them, if they 
but once begin to thwart any of his Meafures. 

© IT know, Sir, it will be told me, that it would be as 
illegal and criminal to < apply the Oi danes of the Sinking 
Fund to the current Service of the Year without the Au- 
thority of Parliament, as it would be to levy Taxes with- . 


‘out any fuch Awthactits ; but, Sir, there is a very great 


Difference between ie two Colts: in levying a Tax ¢ con- 
trary to Law, every Officer employed knows, that he 
ac with a Rope about his Neck, and therefore it would 
be difficult for the moft powerful Prince to get Officers 
that would be emploved in the levying hock Taxes ; 
whereas in levying thofe Taxes appropriated to the Sink- 
Ing Fund, every Under-Officer aéts according to Law, 
there ; is no Man guilty rel any Crime as to the levying of 
them ; there are none guilty but a few of the chief OF 
ficers who agree to, or connive at the Mifapplication.’ 

* Another material Difference there is, Sir, between thofe 
two Cafes. The levying of any Tax contrary to Law 
vives immediately the Alarm to the whole Nation, both 
poor and rich; every Man thinks he is robbed of his Pro- 


perty, if he is obliged to pay the moft trifling Tax with-

An Honour- 
ble Gentleman over the Way pretends to be in great Feat, 
and to dread dangerous Confequences:from this Refolution; 
but how that Gentleman or any Gentleman can be at pit 
fent under any fuch Apprehenfion 1 cannot comprehend; 
there cannot be the leaft Reafon, or fo much as any Colour 
of Reafon, for fuch as long as the prefent Royal Family 
pollefies the ‘Throne of thefe Kingdoms ;_ it can never be 
fufpected that his prefent Majelty, or any of his IIluftn- 
ous Family, will ever think Parliaments ufelefs, or make 
any Attempt for laying them afide ; fuch a thing might 
indeed very probably happen, if by a Revolution, a Re 
volution I fay, Sir, for I thali never give it the Name of 
a Reftoration, the Pretender to his Majefty’s Crown, o 
orany of his Defcendents, fhould cet the Pofleffion of 
the Throne ; the Creditors of the Publick might then in- 
deed difpair of ever having either their Principal or theit 
Intereft, they would then be told, that none of the Pub 
lick Debts ought to be paid, becaufe they were al] con- 
tracted without any Legal Authority, and for keeping 
the Rightful Heir from the Crown : Parliamentary ie 
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was a Country Gentleman, and therefore I do not atall 





but I would have Gentlemen reflect, that he that puls 97

Their Title, Sir, their Right to the Crown flows. from 
the Authority. of Parliament, and entirely depends upon 
the Prefervation of our prefent happy Conftitution ; how 
then can it be fuppofed that they will deftroy Parliaments, 
fince by the Deftru€tion of them they would certainly de- 
ftroy themfelves? But I find, Sir, thofe groundlefs Jea- 
loufies and Fears are pretended not only in this Houfe, but 
they are induftrioufly fpread thro’ all Parts of the Nation,; 
for I had myfelf a Letter lately from the Corporation I 
have the Honour to reprefent, defiring me not to confent 
to any Extenfion of the, Excife Laws, becayfe ‘our Par- 
liaments would be thereby rendered ufelefs: This Letter 
came to me by the Poft, but by whom it was wrote, I do 
not know; however from thence I conclude, that it has 
been reprefented to the People in that Country, that if a 
certain Scheme now upon a Aavil fhould fucceed, Pay- 
llaments would be rendered quite ufelefs, and would be 
laid afide. The Vulgar and the Ignorant Counfry-Peo- 
ple may, Sir, be poffeffed with fuch Fears; fuch Pretences 
may be made ufe of among them, but I little expected 
to have heard any fuch Arguments made ufe of in this 
Houfe, 7 

* Iam indeed furprized to hear it fo much as infinuated, 
that the prefent Refolution is any Breach of Farliamentary 
Faith, or that the publick Creditors have a Right to de- 
mand that no Part of the Sinking Fund can be applied to 
any thing but to their Payment. The Cafe of the Sink- 
ing Fund is very different. from thofe Taxes Which are 
appropriated towards the Payment of their Intereft: It was 


_ Upon the Faith of this laft Appropriation, that they lent 
their Money, and therefore they cannot be diverted to any 
other Ufe without their Confent; but the Sinking Fund 


was eftablifhed long after, there was no Money lent to 


* the Publick by any Man upon the Faith of that Fund ; and

T might not, perhaps, be difagteeable to fome of yout 

Readers, if you fhould now and then, efpecially at this 
Seafon of the Year, give them a Relaxation from Politicks 5 
and tho’ you are obliged to keep a watchful Eye over the 
Enemies of the Publick, you may however have a little time 
to relieve yourfelf; for as the GRAND CRIMINAL, with 
whom You have fought a good Fight, is really dead in Law; 
that is, hath been convicted, condemned, and hanged in Ef- 
hate ; and if he continues to hold Power, holds it without 
Dignity ; which is a contemptible Situation ; Jet his Ezs Ra- 
tionis, good Mrs. Osborne, doze on in Quiet a little, and per- 
mit his great and eloquent Penfioner, Efq; Walfingham, to 
harangue without Oppofition. Give us a Paper or two on 
fome uncommon Subject ; at leaft fuch as has not been ge- 
nerally treated. Your Ordinary Writers of Effays, fuch as 

me Osborne herfelf, when fhe takes the Name of Socra- 
tes, weary me to Death by ey to convey, in an inele- 

d 


Sant and difagreeable Style, thofe Ideas, which every Man, 
D who 
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who reads, has received from good Writers, and from whom 
thefe fecond-hand Effayifts borrow all that is good and ufe- 
ful. 

For this Reafon, I write to you now on a Subject quite 
foreien to the general, political Purpofe and Defign of your 
Paper. It is a fhort Effay on the Game of CHEss ; the 
only Game, perhaps, which is played at for nothing, and 
yet warms the Blood and Brain as much as if the Game- 
fters were contending for the deepeft Stakes. No Perfor 
eafily forgives Himfelf who lofes, though to a fuperior Player, 
No Perfon is ever known to flatter at this Game by under- 
playing himfelf ; which is very furprizing, becaufe Flattery 
of this Kind would be delicate and agreeable. Every Man 
does his beft againft his Antagonift. No-body ever plays 
crimp, or indulges even his Patron, or his beft Friend with 
a Victory to pleafe him, and give him an imaginary 
Triumph. 

I can give but one Inftance of a Piece of Adulation of this 
Kiri¢. A Gentleman very well known and efteemed, who 
plaid excellently well at Chefs, got a very good Employment 
by fuffering himfelf to be beat by a Firf# Mini/ter, in the 
late Reign; yet He has often told me that He thought He 
paid very dear for his Place. ‘He complained that his paflive 
Submiffion, in this Point, was criminal, fhameful and dif- 
honourable. However, faid He, fince my Family; my 
Friends and Relations were of another Opinion, I found my 
felf obliged to fubmit and eat on thofe Terms. 

They tell us a Story of two Perfons of Diftinction, the one 
lived at Madrid, the other at Rome, who plaid a Game at 
Ches, at that Diftance. They began, when They were 
young, and thought they both lived to a very old Age, Tr 
dition tells us that the Game was very far from being finifhed. 
‘The firft of thefe Gentlemen, who died, appointed his Exe 
cutor to go on with the Game ; and if we confider the Dr 
ftance, at which thefe Gamefters lived, though they kept 
Couriers conftantly to conycy their Correfpondence, W¢ 
fhould not wonder, tho’ the Game is not finifhed at this 
Hour, which began perhaps an hundred Years ago. Theit 
Method, it feems, was This. Each Don kept a Chefi-baardy 
with the Pieces ranged.in exact Order, in their refpective 
Cabinets at Madrid and Rome ;and having agreed who fhould 
move firft, the Don informs his Playfellow the Signor at Rome, 

ov Letter, that he had moved bis King’s pawn twa Movess 
‘ne Courier returns, with all imaginable Difpatch ; and ad- 
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yifes his Antagonift, that the Minute after he had the Ho- 
nour to receive his, he Lkewife moved his King’s pawn two 
Paces; and fo They went on. 

But however This may be, Sir, it is moft certain that 
this Play is an Exercife of the Underftanding. It is a Con- 
tention who has the moft folid Brain; who can lay the deep- 
eft and the wifeft Defigns. It is therefore rarely known that 
a Perfon of great Viyacity and Quickneis, or one of very 
flow Parts, is a Mafter of this Game. 

[ will detain you no longer, but give you an Account, as 
exattly as I am able, of the feveral Motions and Powers of 
the Pieces, employed in the Game of CHEss. 

The Names of the Pieces are, the Kinc, the QUEEN, a 
Bishop, a KniGurT, a Rook anda Pawn. 

The chief Perfonage, except the K1NnG, as you may eafily 
conceive, is the QuEEN.---- But fhe has infinitely more 
Power than her royal Confort. Her Dominion is very exten- 
five. She traverfes the whole Board from one Square to the 
other ; and has all the Motions of every Piece, except the 
Kwnicur ; his Motion being continually indire&, or oblique- 
He is, indeed, the only Character, that always profeffes to act 
by Stratacem, or Fraud; but his Motion being particular, 
he muft be a very bad Player, who does not guard againft 
him, 

The next in Quality to the QUEEN is the BisHop, who 
always takes Poft on the Side of HER Majesty, or the 
Kine. This prelatical Piece of Wood is of very little Ufe 
in the Beginning of a Game ; and He is by his Profeffion 
obliged never to move upon fhe Squares, as even the Rooks 
and Pawns do; for which Reafon, he marches crofs the 
Board from Angle to Angle. At the Clofe of a Game, He 
isof fome little Ufe, tho’ he feldom gives Check to the KinG, 
and is rarely known to act, without the Affiftance of the 
Knicur, or the Queen. He is, indeed, often ufed to fup- 
port, by his Prefence, any Defign, or Enterprize They un- 
dertake, of what Nature or Kind foever it may be. ‘The 
BisHops, indeed, at this Game are of fuch indifferent Ac~ 

Count, that in your old Chefs-boards they are always de- 
fcrib’d as Fools, and diftinguifhed accordingly with Jong Ears 
and Bells, 

The next Nobleman, who takes Place by the Side of the 
Bishop, isthe Knicut. We have already noted his Mo- 
tions to be alwavs indireét ; yet He does a great deal of Exc- 


cution by Surprize, and is extremely dreaded by the — 
7 gop vy 
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People, or the Pawns. You may often fee Him jump over 
the Heads of the Nedles, and thin the Ranks of the Plebcian, 
who profeffed and inveterate Enemy He is. Whin Hei. 
cuarded by the Queen, He make dreadful Havock, and very 
often Check-mates the Kinc. This done, by forcing he 
Maje/ty into fach a Situation, that He is as it were locked up, 
and rendered quite incapable of moving one Way or other, 
without being immediately taken Prifoner by fome otha 
Piece. But fuch is the Regard to Maje/iy, that, by the Laws 
of the Play, whenever This happens, the Game is quite over. 
Both osingge ceafe at once from Action ; and the Con 
queror fays only this Word ;  AZate; the Inventors of thi 
ingenious Diverfion imagining, as I fuppofe, that a King 
lock’d up and rendered quite incapable of aéting,. was the 
iame as no King at ail; and yet at the fame Time, to. thew 
their moft dutiful Regard to Royalty, They rather.chofe to 
clofe the Game, than by continu’ ng it be obliged to declare 
what Meafures were to be taken at fo melancholy a Crifis, 

The Perfon, who takes Poft in the Corner of the Board 
next to the Knight, is called 2 Rook, which feems tobe 
2 Mifnomer; fince on all the old Boards he is called a Caflk, 
sr Tower of Defence; this Rock, quite contrary.to Perfons of 
that Denomination in real Life, a&ting always upon. the 
Square. He is of great Ufe in the Clofe of a Game, when 
the Kine is in Danger of being Check-mated, or ‘Jock’d up; 
then I have feen ‘thele Pieces do eminent Service, and refcue 
their Prince’ in the laft Extremity. Such likewife is the Po- 
wer an I Capaci ty of thefe Pieces, that I have heafd very 
skilful Players de eclare J They thought two Rasks to be equal t 
a Que rPqT, 

Th the Front of King, Quecn and Nobles, is splaced the 
whole Body of the PAWNs or Comzronalty, as ree beft, im- 
mediate and moft natural Guard. Their Motions, like the 
Rooks, are upon the Square ; and if They are well condu 
they are fure of Succefs. You may behold Them, shell 
t hey ar e properly fupported, break into the. Ranks of the 
Enemy’s Infantry ; pufh thro’ a whole Battalia’ of Nobles, 
and take 2 vacant Seat in the upper Houfe. From this Time 
Mm nev are called by the Names of the Neblemen, whofe Places 


they All, and frequently do eminent Service to the Publick 


Some of thefe Pawns, or Commoners, even when They act 
only in that C apacity, fhew uncommon Forefight and Saga 


city, and defeat the Defignis of a Knight, or a Bifhop with 


great Addrefs and Dexterity, ‘They haye often defery'd) 
1 cheit 
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their dark Purpofes at a Diftance, and by their Courage and 
Ingenuity ie refcued ‘Themfelyes from the Dangers, 
with which ‘hey were threatened. I have known Them 
fometimes march with great Difcipline and Order, even 
till They had almoft inclofed the Enemy, and then They 
have obliged them to break their own Ranks, and fubmit 
with great Lofs and Difgrace to the Force of a Scheme, for- 
med long before, to reduce them; but then They mutt be 
led by very knowing and experienced Generals ; for the leaft 
falfe Step in an Enterprize of this Kind may prove of very 
bad Confequence. 

Thus, Mr. D’ dnvers, I have fent you a faithful Account 
of the Motions of the Pieces in the Game of Chefs. If you 
think fit to publith i t, and it fhould happen to be well re- 
ceived, I will endeavour in a little Time to entertain the 
Publick, by your Means, with an Account of the Game of 
Potiso DRAUG! iTs; where you will fee the whole Board 
enraved in the import Bufinefs of making Kincs. There 
you may obferve the whole Art of Jutrigue and Bribery, Fraud 
and Force. This is a Game of fome Skill, but more con- 
fus'd and irrecular than That of Che/s ; as you will obferve, 
when I open it at large.

That fuch of our Readers therefore, who love an account of 
Ceremonies, may not be entirely baulked, we fhall lay before 
them an Account of the Coronation of this Prince, and of 
Catherine his Confort, as it was performed at Warfaw on 
the 4th of October in the Year 1706, That wonderful 
Man, the late King of Sweden, who rather chofe to give away 
a Kingdom which he had Conquered, than to-keep it him- 
felf, and who placed Staniflaus on the Throne of Poland, 
was prefent at this Ceremony.

THE Senators and Deputies of the Palatinates of Poland 

having drawn up the Paé?a Conventa, King Staniflaus 
went the Evening before his Coronation to the Church of 
St. Fobn, to fwear to obferve them. His Majefty went from 
the Palace of Belinsky : The Coaches of the Palatines and 
Deputies began the March, and were followed by thofe of 
the Bifhops and Senators. The King’s Coach, in which his 
Majefty fat alone, was preceded by a certain Number of 
the Nobility on Horfeback, and followed by the Horfe Life- 
Guards, The King walked thro’ the Church, which was 
illuminated with Flambeaux, to the high Altar, where was 
the Archbifhop of Lemberg in his Pontifical Veftments, who 
read to him the Pada Conventa, and the Form of the Oath 
to obferve them, which his Majefty on his Knees repeated 
after him ; which done, he returned to the faid Palace, the 
Archbifhop of Lemberg and the Bifhop of Caminieck fitting 
i the Foremoft Seat of his Coach with him. 

The next Day, being the 4th of OGober, their Majefties 
Went to the Caftle incognito, having fafted threc Days to 
prepare themfelves for the Ceremony of their Coronation, 
end for receiving the Sacrament. 

About 10 in the Morning, the Ambafladors of Sweden 
repaired to the Caftle. In the Court-Yard they found a 
Batallion under Arms, Drums beating. M. Pominsky, Mar- 
thal of the Court, received them at the Foot of the great 
Stair-Cafe, at their alighting from their Coaches. Count Sa- 
picha, Piflart or High Commiffioner of Lithuania, waited for 
them fome Steps higher, and conducted them to the Guard- 
Chamber, where M. Peniatowsky, Colonel of the Guards, met 


them, At the Door of the King’s Antichamber, they were 
comple- 
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complemented on the Part of the King and the Republick 
by the Caftellan of Siradia and fome Deputies. And the 
great Treafurer of Lithuania receiving them in the Anti- 
chamber, carried them into their Majefties Clofet. 

The Preparations made ufe of in the Cathedral Church of 
St. Fobn, were as follows. 

In the Choir, over-againft the high Altar, on a Floor |” 
raifed even with the faid Altar, were placed two Throne 
under two Canopies. On one fide of the Choir were Seats for a 
the Swedifh General Officers and others, as there were on | — 
the other for the Polifh Noblemen and Deputies. Between 
the Thrones and the Altar, three Chairs of State wer 
placed for the Swedifh Ambaffadors ; and over that part 
of the Church is a Window of an Apartment that has 3 
Communication with the Caftle; from which Window the 
Kings of Poland ufe to hear Mafs ; from that Window the 
King of Sweden, accompanied by Count Piper, and other 7 
Swedifh Lords, faw the Ceremony of the Coronation ; and | 
over-againft it a Gallery was erected for the King’s Mo FS 
ther and the Ladies of chief Quality. 

The March from the Caftle to the Church was begun 
by the Gentlemen of the Swedifh Ambafladors, who were 
followed by the Polith Deputies and great Part of the No- 
bility. After them came the Sword-Bearer of Pofnania with 
the Sword; the Caftellan of Redziec with the Globe; the 
Caftellans of Juny and Wladifiaw with the Scepters ; the 
great General of Lithuania and the Caftellan of Siradia with 
the Crowns. Then came the Treafurer Sapieha, perform: [as

His Robe 
and Vambraces were taken off. The Archbifhop with his 
tight Thumb anointed the Infide of the King’s right Hand, 
his Elbow, and his Back between his Shoulders, pronouncing 
thefe Words: J anoint thee for King, in the Name of the Fa- 
ther, the Son, and the Holy Ghoft, Amen. ‘Then ‘he wiped 
his Thumb with Crum of Bread and wafhed his Hands, 
while a Bifhop wiped the King with Crumb of Bread and 
Cotton. That done, his Majefty was led to the Sacrifty 
where he changed his Military Garb for an Epifcopal Habit 
all W hite, which is laid by againft his Interrment: King 
John Sobieski was buried inthe like Habit; which he put on 
at his Coronation.

We ended our laft Extraét from this Work of M. Rollin’s, 
with a Brief Account of the Government of the ancient 
Perfans. For out prefent Extract from this Volume, we 
propofe to give fome Account of what our Author fays of 
their military Difcipline, their Arts and Sciences. 

2. The Perfians (fays our Author) were inured to War 
from their earlieft Years, by proper Exercifes, at the Age 
of Twenty they lifted themfelves; and fo punctual were 
they in performing this Part of their Duty to their Country, 
that a Neglect of it was held an unpardonable Crime: But 
then none were obliged to Military Service after fifty. 
U'he offenfive Arms in ufe with the Perfians were a Cimi- 
fr, a Dagger, which they wore on their Right Side, a ne 
velin 
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velin pointed with Iron, a Bow and Arrows, and a Sling. 
The defenfive Arms were Shields and Helmets, Cuiraffe, 
Braflets and Cuifhes. They likewife armed the 


Foscheails-and Planks of their .Hocies with rake 


ufe of armed Chariots was very much improved by Cjru, 
as indeed was their‘whole military Difcipline, which unde 
‘the Reign of that Prince was brought to the greateft height 
of Regularity and good Order. Even in time of Peace m 


means were neglected to keep up their Adtivity and Courage; 
they were ever employed in laborious Exercife, Mock-ba- 7% 


tles and the like: So that his Troops were always fit for 
Service, and fo ftri@ was their Difcipline, that at the firt 
Signal his whole Army obeyed, and was in Motion, with 
as much Eafe and Readinefs, as the Orders of a private Per- 
fon could be obferved by a well regulated Family, Tk 
fame Order was obferved in their Marches, as in the Day 
of Battle; and they never encamped, tho’ but for a Night, 
without drawing a Trench round their Camp, to prevent: 
Surprize. Their Infantry, in their Order of Battle, wa 
always ranged in the Center, and the Cavalry (with which 
the Perfiaxt were unprovided till Cyrus’s Reign) in feverl 
Lines, on the two Wings. ‘The firft Line, in the Center 
confifted of heavy armed Foot, twelve Men deep, the 
cond were Pikemen, the third a Mixture of Archers at 


Slingers, and the fourth, which was their Rear-Guard, tit f 


fame as the firft. Behind thefe they had a fort of Towers, 
each containing twenty Men, and drawn by Oxen. 
ufe of thefe was, in cafe they were put into Diforder, ® 
keep the Enemy at Bay, ’till they could rally again. 
Ancients were not ignorant of the Fundamental Rules of 
Fortification beth for Offence and Defence ; tho’ for watt 
of the Machines fince invented, they did not bring that Ast 
to the Height the Moderns have done.

but to what Degree of Perfeétion they brought it, and whe- 

ther it exceeded or came fhort ef ours, no Judgement can 

be formed, as we have no Specimens of their Compofitions 
handed down tous. Botany feems to be the only Part of 
Phifick they had any confiderable Knowledge of. Hence 
Virgil, {peaking of a noted Phyfician, who had been taught 
his Art by Apollo himfelf, fays ; 


Scire poteftates berbarum ufumque medend: Maluit. 
fEneid. Lib, XII. v. 396. 


This Art was fo highly efteemed by the Lopen, that Per- 
fons of the higheft Rank did not think it beneath them to 
cultivate, and as Occafion required, to practice it. We learn 
from Xenophon, that Cyrus had conftantly, in all his Expedi- 
tions, as great Number of learned Phyficians attending him, 
and this Cuftom, it feems, had been long obferved in the. 
Eaft, before the Days of Cyrus. Herodotus mentions a fingu- 
iar Cuftom of the Babylonians, which was to expofe their 
Sick publickly to the view of all Paflengers, to know of theme 
whether they had ever had the like Malady, and what Me- 
thods they had ufed. 

In Aftronomy our Author obferves, that tho’ the Grecians 
took a great deal of Pains to be thought the Inventers of all 
the Arts and Sctences, yet-they never could difpute the Ho- 
nour of this with the Chaldeans, who had fo early 2 Know- 
ledge of it, that inthe Time of Mlexander, they had a Series 
of Obfervations for 1903 Years, The Situation of Babylon, 
the Opennefs of their Country, the conftant Serenity of the 
Air, and that famous Obfervatory, the Tower of Belus, gave 
them all the Opportunities they could with, to obferve the 
Motions of the Stars, with all the Accuracy imaginable. 

As for the Extravagancies of judicial Aftrology, which they 
Carried to a very great Height, our Author treats them with 
the Contempt they deferve, as being founded upon a /uper/titious 
Credulity; ant an over fond Curivfity to pry into future Events.
